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Continuation of 5.: The provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection in view of copending application 10/757,512, set forth 
within paragraph 4 of the final Office action. 

Continuation of 11.: The remaining provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejections, and the prior art rejection have been 
maintained for the reasons set forth within the final Office action. Applicants' arguments with respect to the prior art rejection are 
deficient for the following reasons. Firstly, applicants' response fails to address the obviousness rationale set forth by the examiner 
within the final rejection. Secondly, applicants fail to address the fact that the reference discloses copolymers, which encompasses 
polymers derived from different diisocyanate reactants, and the preferred use of naphthalene diisocyanate. Lastly, applicants' 
arguments concerning optical applications, transparency, and refractive index are entirely without merit, because the claims are 
completely silent with respect to these features or limitations. 
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
